This case relates to a proposal from the Visakhapatnam Port 
Trust (VPT) about approval lease rent in respect of Zones II/A3, ll/B, IV/A, and 
IX/B of the VPT land, and as also the following components : 


(i) . To adopt market rates of annual lease rent per acre as 

recommended by the Rate Fixation Committee in respect of 
Zones II/A3, ll/B, IV/A, and IX/B. 

(ii) . To continue to provisionally charge annual rental as fixed by the 

District Revenue Authority for the quinquennium 1993-98, in 
respect of other 26 zones/sub-zones subject to adoption of the 
Scale of Rates to be fixed by the Rate Fixation Committee 
wherever applicable for these 26 zones/sub-zones. 

(iii) . To charge highest lease rent uniformly for the whole 

Plot/Corridor wherever a particular Corridor falls in more than 
one zone. 


(iv). To grant a reduction of 10% in the lease rent in case of low lying 
water logged areas irrespective of the zones. 

2. Comments were called from various lessees. These are 

summarised below in brief: 


Visakha Petro Infrastructure (P) limited (VP1U 

(i) . The decision taken by the Rate Fixation Committee on 24 

December 96 to fix the lease rent based on market value with 
reference to open tender rates is unjust, since they were allotted 
land measuring 25 acres in 1995. 

(ii) . Any decision about revision of rates should nave only 

prospective effect. 

(iii) . While arriving at the revised rate structure, the matter was not 

discussed by the Rate Fixation Committee with the lessees. 

WjObT _ - 
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Bharat Petroleum Corporation Limited (BPCL). 

(iv) . In the case of Oil industry, they have to follow various 

regulations resulting in utilisation of only 30% of the total 
land/plot area as against other sectors such as container yard, 
dry cargo handling, fertilizer, foodgrains, etc. 

(v) . Any change in rental will have a direct impact in the price of 

petroleum products. As such, the land rates need not be 
revised. 

(vi) . They have made a request for reduction of lease rental for POL 

installation as this will help the Oil industry for faster 
development of infrastructure and in maintaining the price line. 

East India Petroleum Limited (EIPU 

(vii) . As per provisions in the registered lease agreement with the 

VPT, any revision in the lease rates now may not be in order. 

Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Limited (HPCL) 

(viii). The criteria of valuation of different lands need to be more 
transparent. 

(ix) . The lands given on rentals in the zones IV/A and WIB are 

predominantly saline, marshy lands. Similar transactions in 
private lands are not prevailing in adjacent villages, 

(x) . In case the rates were arrived at from housing plot on square 

yard basis or from acreage transaction of agricultural lands of 
adjacent villages, the following aspects to be given discounting 
advantages in arriving at rates for marshy, saline land: 

(a) . Size and location of the land. 

(b) . Potentiality like fitness for construction activity, usage, 

and infrastructural availability of water/power/road, etc. 

(xi) . The developmental charges on these lands are found to be 

Rs.3.5 - 4 lakhs per acre towards earth filling / compaction ' 
drainage, etc., so that any industrial activity can be taken up. A 
discounting factor of 10% is too meagre and appropriate 
discounting values be considered in this regard. 

(xii) . For underground cross-country pipelines, the allotted corridors 

are normally left open with relevant distance / boundary / 
warning markers. Port/other adjacent industries do use these 
lands for access, etc. Construction / tree plantation activities 
cannot be taken up on these narrow corridors. This concept is 
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,n the mutual interest of both port trust and the pipeline 
agencies. The concept is different from above ground pipelines 
where the corridors are fenced and the land is totally alienated 
from use by others during the lease period. Viewed in this 
context, indeed a discount of at least 50% has to be passed on 
to the industry. 


(xiii). As the VPT has classified the lands at different zones and 
evaluated separately, the Committee’s suggestion of 
implementing the highest rate of different zones when the 
corridor passes across them is not found to be rational nor is 
found in any Revenue Department valuation criteria. Therefore, 
the rentals be allowed to be calculated at respective zonal rates 
only. 

3. A joint hearing in this case was held in the VPT on 1 July 99, 

Besides reiteration of many of the points made in their representation, the 
following points were raised at the joint hearing: 

HPCL: 


(i) . The land allotted is marshy. The port may let us know as to 

what transaction values have been taken and from where, so 
that there is more transparency in the fixing of rates. 

(ii) . A huge amount of money has to be invested for development of 

the land. 

(iii) . A 10% reduction for low-lying water logged areas is not 

adequate. The discounting factor must be more. 

(iv) . The land is taken on lease for laying underground cross-country 

pipelines, almost one metre below the surface. The surface is 
available to the port for normal use. Therefore, the rate must be 
much less.

(v) . The rates are reasonable. 

(vi) . What will be cycle for revision of these rates - 5 years or 7 

years? 

(vii) . The land has been taken on lease and, therefore, the land may 

be used at their discretion. 

(viii). The port should apply different rates for different zones or, a 
weighted average, 
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lest: 

(ix) . The proposal to raise the rates in zone IX/B from Rs.12,545.28 

to Rs.47,044.80 is too excessive and arbitrary. 

(x) . The corridor approach - highest rate adopted wlli need a 

change now. 

VBk 

(xi) . The rates proposed are too high. 

(xii) . The land is marshy, low-iying, and therefore, heavy investment 

will have to be made for its development. 

(xiii). The transaction rate obtained from the Sub-Registrar is highly 
inflated. 

(xiv), Pre-April 95 cases also lend scope for revision at these rates. 


They have endorsed the points made by the HPCL. 


4. In the joint hearing at the VPT held on 1 July 99, the VPT made 

the following observations: 

(i) . 1 he area has been divided into zones/sub-zones. 

(ii) . The Collector decides on the value of lands in each zone once 

in 5 years (quinquennium). 

(iii) . 6% of the land value is determined as lease rent. 

(iv) . Government Guidelines on the subject have been adhered to. 

(v) . (a). Pre and Post April 95 cases are treated differently. 

(b) . All post-April 95 cases - same terms and conditions are 

applied. 

(c) . In some post-April 95 cases, Government has approved 

different cycles for revision of 'base rate’. 
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5. Based on the records available, the totality of information 

collected during the proceedings of this case, and the discussions recorded 
above, the following points emerged : 

(i) . The rates in reference were last revised in 1993. Besides the 

passage of time, during these six years, there have been 
significant developments at the VPT and tremendous changes in 
the economy of Visakhapatnam. This cannot but have a 
substantial impact on value of lands in the area. 

(ii) . The VPT gets no grant from the Government. It has to be 

financially self-reliant. It has to exploit its assets to generate 
revenue. 

(iii) . The VPT proposal has been formulated strictly according to the 

Guidelines issued by the Government. As required by the 
Guidelines, a Committee including a representative of the 
District Revenue Authority was constituted to propose the rates. 
The Committee is reported to have made its assessments with 
reference to market values as gleaned from comparable 
registered sale transactions and bids received in response to 
open tenders. 

(iv) . Although the Guidelines do not prescribe a formula for fixation of 

lease rent, information available on record indicates that the 
VPT has been very reasonable in this regard. Some State 
Governments (e.g. Government of Kerala) take 10% of the land 
value as the lease rent. The proposal of the VPT to take 6% of 
the land value as lease rent can, therefore, be said to be 
reasonable. 

(v) . The VPT proposal incorporates a 5% annual increase of rent as 

also a provision for a revision of the base rate once in five years. 
These are strictly in accordance with the Guidelines. 

The VPT proposal does not specifically refer to any ‘premium’ or 
‘interest-free refundable deposit’. But, it is learnt that the VPT 
has planned to collect 12 months' rent as a ‘premium’ and an 
equal amount as an 'interest-free refundable deposit' No user 
has raised any objection to such payments. These (additional) 
requirements of payments are also strictly in accordance with 
the Government Guidelines. 

(vi) . Some observations have been made by the lessees about the 

cycle of revision of rates. The Guidelines provide that there will 
be a 5% increase in the lease rent annually. The Guidelines 
also provide for a revision of the base rate after every five years. 
The VPT proposes to adhere to these Guidelines. As regards 
revision of the base rate, they have a system of getting the 
District Collector of Visakhapatnam (i.e. the District Revenue 
Authority who is a member of the Committee) to do it for them 
There is nothing objectionable to these prescriptions. 
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(vii). The lessees have objected to 100% increase in the lease rent. 
But, it has to be recognised in this context that, as earlier stated, 
the rates are being revised after six years during which period 
strident economic developments have taken place in the area 
which can justify such an increase. In fact, as described in sub¬ 
para (iii) above, the Committee, with the help of the District 
Revenue Authority, has made its estimates with reference to 
comparable registered sale transactions in the area and bids 
received in response to open tenders. That being so, the 
objections of the lessees to the increase proposed do not hold 
force. 

(viii). The lessees have pleaded for concessions in the rates at least 
in two situations: 

(a) . To grant a reduction in the lease rent in cases of low-lying 

water logged areas irrespective of the zones. The VPT 
has conceded this demand by offering a 10% reduction. 
The lessees consider this to be an inadequate 
concession. While any decision in this regard cannot but 
be subjective, it is felt that the reduction in the lease rent 
in cases of low-lying water logged areas can be 25% 
irrespective of the zones. 

(b) . To grant a reduction in the lease rent in cases of lease of 

lands for laying underground cross-country pipelines. In 
such way-leave corridors, the allotted corridors are 
usually left open and ports / port-users do use such lands 
for passage. Construction / tree plantation, etc., cannot 
bd taken up on these corridors. This concept has been 
evolved in the mutual interest of the port trust and the 
pipeline agencies. This concept is different from over¬ 
ground pipelines where the corridors are fenced off and 
the land is totally alienated from use by the others during 
the lease period. Viewed in this perspective, there is a 
case for a reduction of the lease rent in such leases. The 
Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Limited (Pipeline 
Division) is the lessee relevant for this issue; and, they 
have demanded a 50% reduction. As in the case of low? 
lying water logged areas, here again, any decision about 
the reduction cannot but be subjective in the absence of 
any rationally estimated and established norms. 

There can be an opinion that, since the port trust does 
not get any particular financial gain by the way-leave 
corridors not being fenced, there can be no ground for 
any concessions in the lease rent. In fact, this has been 
the consistent stand of the Government when they were 
sanctioning the rates. 
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(ix) . The proposal incorporated an item of charging the highest lease 

rent uniformly for the whole corridor wherever a particular 
corridor falls in more than one zone. This has been objected to 
by the user-lessees. The demand is that, instead of applying 
the highest rate uniformly, the different rates of different zones 
must be applied on a pro rata basis. There is logic in this 
contention. Significantly, at the joint hearing, the Chairman of 
the port trust conceded this point and agreed to charge different 
rates of different zones on a pro rata basis. This will be a 
reasonable arrangement. 

(x) . The Government Guidelines on the subject were issued on 1 

April 95. As a result, in practice, lease cases have been 
distinguished as ‘pre-April 95’ cases and ‘post-April 95’ cases. 
Some of the lessees want all the lease cases to be dealt with 
equally. It has been confirmed by the VPT that all post-April 95 
lease cases have been dealt with equally; same terms and 
conditions have been applied in all such cases. This has not 
happened in the pre-April 95 cases possibly because of legal 
difficulties arising from terms and conditions stipulated in those 
cases. Unless the lease conditions lend scope for modifications 
with reference to April 95 Guidelines, it may not legally be 
possible for the VPT to do so. This will have to be seen and 
decided on a case-to-case basis. It may not be possible for this 
Authority to pass any general orders in this regard. 

(xi) . The VPT proposal incorporates a request to continue to 

provisionally charge annual rental as fixed by the District 
Revenue Authority for the quinquennium 1993-98 in respect of 
the other 26 zones/sub-zones subject to adoption of the Scale of 
Rates to be fixed by the Rate Fixation Committee wherever 
applicable for these 26 zones/sub-zones. Although this item has 
been incorporated in the VPT proposal, this has not really been 
pursued by the VPT. Apart from a mere mention that this matter 
was also incidentally approved by the Board of Trustees on 26 
March 97, no other details have been furnished. And, even at 
the time of the joint hearing, only the proposals relating to zones 
II/A3, ll/B, IV/A. and IX/B were pressed for consideration. That 
being so, it will not be possible for the Authority to pass any 
orders in respect of the ‘other’ 26 zones/sub-zones. 

6. With reference to the totality of information collected in 

processing of this case, and based on a collective application of mind, the 
case was discussed in detail and the following decisions were taken :- 

6.1 (i). The proposal at paragraph 1 (i) above as submitted by 

the VPT is approved as detailed in the tabular statement below:

(ii). The proposal at paragraph 1 (ii) above is rejected Any request 
for prescription of rates for the other zones will have to be 
accompanied by a well formulated proposal. 

6.2. In case of corridors, the charge will be based on the different 
rates of different zones concerned on a pro rate basis 

6.3. Since low lying and water logged areas v/ill involve substantial 
fillings at considerable expenditure before its actual use, it will be appropriate 
to give a reduction of 25% in the lease rent. 

6.4. As regards the demand tor a discount of 50% in lease rents of 
way leave cases for underground cross country pipelines, it was decided that 
the issue needed deeper examination with reference to all the implications 
involved and with reference to the practices adopted on the point in different 
ports. Accordingly, the decision on the point was reserved 

6.5. A 5% increase in the lease rent annually is approved. 

6 6- Payment of 12 months' lease rent as a ‘premium’ is prescribed 

6.7. Payment of 12 months' lease rent as an ‘interest-free 

refundable deposit is prescribed. 

6.6. A revision of the base rate after every five years is allowed 

7. This order of the ’Authority and all the decisions listed herein will 

be effective prospectively from the date on Notification.
